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FACING THE 
FACTS

Please stand while we turn over 
a@ rock and expose some slimy crea- 
tures to the light. It isn’t an edify- 
ing sight but the exposure may be 
a good thing for America. 

The rock is called the “christian 
American association.” It is lo- 
cated in Houston, Texas. Under its 
fair name live anonymous and 
loathsome grubs who profane the 
name of religion and freedom to 
further the same ends as Hitler 
professes. 

This “christian American as- 
sociation” has fathered and 
pushed into law in the states of 
Texas and Mississippi an act 
which deprives workers of their 
basic rights under the guise of 
forbidding “violence.” The as- 
sociation was defeated in its 
efforts to enact an identical law 
in Louisiana last year but it Is 
renewing its campaign there 
and starting new ones in Ar- 
kansas, Iowa, Kansas, North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 

We do not know what connection 
exists between this outfit and Sen- 
ator Lee O’Daniel of Texas, but it 
is significant that this senator has 
introduced the same bill in the 
congress of the United States and 
is carrying on an active speaking 
campaign to press for its adcption 
by state legislatures in the south. 


BEHIND THE PIOUS MASK 

Now let’s look a little closer at this 
“christian American association.” 
We have come across some of its 
“literature” which was circulated 
among the members of the Louisi- 
ana state legislature. Protesting 
against the defeat of its anti-union 
bill, the association declares: 

“From now on, white women 
and white men will be forced 
into organizations with black 

African apes whom they will 

have to call ‘brothers’ or lose 

their jobs.” 

This, mind you, is said and writ- 
ten at a time when our nation is at 
war against those who preach in- 
tolerance and race hatred. 

But the “christian American as- 
sociation,” which dares to cloak its 
evil purposes behind a mask of 
piety, does not hesitate to prostitute 
the four freedoms to serve its own 
ends. It says: 

“You want every individual to 
have complete freedom to worship 
or not to worship as he desires. 
That is one of the four freedoms. 
This is written about a fifth free- 
dom—the freedom of enterprise, 
the freedom from economic slav- 
ery.” 
Although the  association’s 

bill is supposed merely to ban- 

ish violence in labor disputes, 
its true anti-labor purpose is 
revealed in the very propa- 
ganda issued to support the 
measure. The association says: 

“Every man should be free 
join or not to join.” 

There is not a word in the bill 
about negroes, but the association 
describes its efforts as follows: 

“It would implement the power 
of our peace officers to quell dis- 
turbances and keep the color line 
drawn in our social affairs.” 

We believe that these quotations 
are sufficient to reveal the true 
nature of the “christian American 
association” and identify it as just 
another form of the ku klux klan 


THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 
NEEDED 

Now what can be done about it? 
The association is still in business 
and going great guns. It did not 
fold up when its bill was defeated 
in Louisiana. On the contrary, it 
announced: 

“A skirmish was lost at Baton 
Rogue but the battle will be de- 
cided by the people of Louisiana. 
The principles for which we stand 
never change. Legislatures some- 
times do.” 

Well, the legislature of Louisiana 
pointed the way when it adopted 
last June a concurrent resolution 
demanding federal investigation of 
the “christian American associa- 
tion.” 


The resolution pointed out 
that Hitler and Goebbels had 
boasted that it would not be 
difficult for them to destroy 
national unity in America, that 
they considered it a simple 
matter to “set capital against 
labor, negro against white, 
catholic against protestant, and 
christian against jew.” It stated 
that the association had “har- 
assed, annoyed and threatened” 
members of the state legislature 
for the promotion of legislation 
which would “create animosity, 
antagonism and unrest among 
the employers and employes 
of this state and interfere with 
the harmonious relations of 
capital and labor.” 

For these reasons the legislature 
called upon the department of jus- 
tice, the F. B. I. and the Dies 
committee to investigate the “chris- 
tian American association of Hous- 
ton, Texas,” and determine whether 
it is “conducting subversive activi- 
ties in the United States,” to in- 
vestigate the sources of its funds 
“which money may have come from 
Hitler, Mussolini, the emperor of 
Japan or any other source hostile 
to the interest of the people of the 
United States.” 

To our knowledge, no such in- 
vestigation has yet been made. It 
should be undertaken at once. The 
results should be made public. We 
earnestly support the demand of 
the Louisiana state legislature for 
an immediate and thorough official 
inquiry into the “christian Amer- 
ican association” and all its works.

Organized labor bluntly notified President Roosevelt that 
unless the government clamps down on the persistently increas- 
ing cost of living, wages of American workers will have to be 


increased accordingly. 


The president gave AFL President William Green and CIO 
oe—__——_——_______—_—— - — - - 


President Philip Murray a 
sympathetic hearing when they 
went before him to present 
their joint views on this all- 


important subject. 

The labor leaders told the presi- 
dent that the cost of food and other 
necessities of life is soaring “out 
of bounds.” They declared that 
wages cannot be stabilized at pres- 
ent levels or kept within the “little 
steel” formula of the national war 
labor board unless living costs are 
held down. 

They advised the president that 
the “little steel” formula is now out 
of date and too rigid and inflexible 
to protect American workers from 
economic injustice. 

At the same time they empha- 
sized that it is not the desire of 
the AFL and the CIO to take 
any action which would upset 
the administration’s wage sta- 
bilization program. 

The labor leaders reminded the 
president that the trade union 
movement had accepted the wage 
formula reluctantly and only on the 
promise that living costs would be 
stabilized along with wages. 

The “little steel” formula pro- 
vided that wages could be increased | 
15 per cent over levels obtaining on 
January 1, 1941. That figure was} 
based on an estimated increase in 
living costs of about 15 per cent be- 
tween January 1, 1941, and May,) 
1942, 

However, even official stat- 


ing has mounted at the rate of 
one-half of one per cent a 
month from last May to date 
and the experience of workers 
in cities all over the country 
shows that these statistics sad- 
ly underestimate the actual 
hike in prices for necessary 
commodities. 

No indication was given by the 
president as to what he intends to 
do about the wage problem, but 
officials of the national war labor 
board made it clear that they be- 
lieved the “little steel” wage 
formula would have to be revised. 

The AFL and CIO leaders let it 
be understood that their position 
could not be interpreted as being in 
accord with John L. Lewis who has 
demanded a general $2 a day wage 
increase for members of the united 


mine workers regardless of any 
other considerations. 
Nor was there any indication on 


their part that AFL or CIO unions 
would be encouraged to follow the 
Lewis drive. 

One result of the conference 
with the president is expected to be 
stiffening of the lines against 
further price increases for articles 
of food and clothing.

BURNS CRITICIZES S 


ENATE CONTROL 


OF APPOINTMENTS TO FEDERAL JOBS 


Strong criticism of the bill pend- 
ing before the senate judiciary com- 
mittee requiring senate confirma- 
tion for all appointments to posi- 
tions in the federal government 
paying $4500 or more was ex- 
pressed by James B. Burns, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Government Employes, in a radio 
address over Station WINX 


“There are nearly three mil- 
lion civillan employes of the 
government at the present 
time,” Mr. Burns said. “Many 
of these are career employes 
who have come in at low sal- 
aries and worked up through 
the ranks by merit to important 
positions, to which they bring 
®& substantial background of 
loyalty and experience. Every 
one of these employes who 
earns $4500 or better would, 
under this bill, be ousted from 
his job as of June 30, and the 
senate would have to approve 
all appointments to the jobs 
thus vacated.

the biggest campaign in red cross 
{history on March 1—a concerted 
appeal for a $125,000,000 war fund 
for 1943. 

Oakland’s part in the nation- 
wide campaign will call for 
every individual, group and or- 
ganization in the community to 
give at least 50 per cent more 
to this fund than they gave 
last year. This percentage of 
necessary increases in local 
contributions was arrived at 
after a careful and realistic 
study of what it actually needed 
to meet the heavy wartime obli- 
gations and responsibilities of 
the red cross, according to an- 
nouncement by J. Paul St. Sure, 
Oakland campaign chairman. 
The sum to be raised covers 
local, national and international 
wartime needs of the organiza- 
tion for one year. 


Sure stated, $45,000,000 is the sum 
required by red cross chapters to 
finance their indispensable needs 


on behalf of families of men in the 
service. The remainder, or vena 
000,000, will go to the national or- 
ganization, which, however, required 
one hundred million dollars to 
finance its national and interna- 
tional program. The difference will 
be met by a balance of $20,000,000 
from the first war fund of 1942 
which will be applied to the 1943 
budget.”
